Semitic street demonstration here 
last week had some good -con- 
sequences too. ? 

ALL ATLANTA newspapers 
lauded the police for their speedy 
action in nabbing the group be- 
fore they could create any disor- 
der. 

In addition, the newspapers 
rose to defend the Jewist: com- 
munity in words of praise which 
set a tone which placed the anti- 
Semites into their proper place 
as hatelers. 

The Atianta Journal wrote: 

‘The minor eruption of anti- 
Jewishness deserves one 
word: Atlanta Jews are 
among the best and finest 
citizens in the city and At- 
lanta would not be what it is 
without them, it could not 





do without them.” 

THE ATLANTA Constitution | 
asserted that “There is no place} 
in Atlanta or America for such | 
vicious, anti-American forees. We 
congratulate. the Atlanta police 
for their efficient work.” 

The quintet paraded in front 
of the Atlanta Journal-Constitu- | 
tion building last Sunday carry- | 
ing signs signed by the “National | 
Committee to Free America from | 
Jewish ‘Domination.” 

One of the signs read: 

“Jewish Controlled Press Lies | 
about Middle East” ‘ 

ONE OF THE five men was 
identified as an employee of the 
income tax division of the state 
of Georgia, according to The 
Southern Israelite here. 

Arraigned before Municipal 
Judge James Webb on charges 
of disorderly conduct, the five 
were sentenced to serve 30 days 
each in the city prison. Their at- 
torneys immediately filed notice 
of appeal, and the men were re- 
leased on $100 bond.

THE CONVENTION voted to 
circulate the White Paper to all 
JWV members.

THe 
did not elaborate, but it was 
clear that he meant that many 
people would stop! smoking 
Brown and Williamson brands.

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)— 
Eight men representing the .Na- 
tional Committee to Free Ameri- 
ca from Jewish Domination 
sought to enlist public support 
here. The group paraded futilely, 
while police watched, for an hour 
before the White House. They 
carried anti-Semitic signs, one of 
which accused the President of 
belonging to the Jewish faith 

The day before the same group 
distributed similar propaganda on 
downtown Washington streets 
attacking Jews. The fomenters 
had expecteq to hold a mass 
meeting that day, according to 
advertising they distributed, but 
evidently their appeals found a 
disinterested public. There was 
no meeting. 





Goldmann Plan 
For Neutrality 
Hit By Paper 

LONDON (NJP)—The Jewish 
Chronicle here took issue edi- 
torially with the program of 
world Jewish neutrality (NJP, 
Aug. 1) advanced by Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann at the recent execu- 
tive meeting of the World Jew- 
ish Congress in Geneva, 

“IT IS DIFFICULT to conceive 
of any representative Jewish 
body urging an attitude of neu- 
trality on Jewish citizens in mat- 
ters affecting their country,” the 
paper declared. “Indeed, what 
meaning there could be in so 
urging them it is hard to see.” 

The paper then speculated that 
Dr. Goldmann’s “language, how- 
ever ill chosen, was the outcome 
of a commendable desire to es- 
tablish contact with the Jews of 
Russia.” 

THE EDITORIAL then asked, 
“Is there any reason to believe 
that the Russian government is 
likely to be deflected by talk of 
this kind?” 

The paper also characterized 
as “unrealistic” the Congress bid 
for an invitation from Russia for 
a delegation of Congress leaders 
to confer on the situation of Rus- 
sian Jewry. 





66 Prisoners Escape: 
Many Were Fedayeen

Merged Conservative and

ZANESVILLE, O. (NJP)—The 
new Congregation Beth Abraham, 
recently merged from a Conserv- 
ative and Reform (NJP, July 17) 
has solved one of the major ques- 
tions facing it by adopting tem- 
porarily both Conservative and 
Reform prayer books for use at 
its Friday evening services. 

THE CONGREGATION, which 
will be “traditional in character,” 
expects to move soon into its new 
building.

N.Y. Rabbis Enter 
Birth Control. Tiff 


NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
New York Board of Rabbis has 
called on Mayor Robert F. Wag- 
ner to rescind the tacit ban on 
birth control therapy in munici- 
pal hospitals. 

In a letter to the mayor, thie 
700 Orthodox, Conservative and 
Reform members of the board 
suggested, instead, that patients 
be allowed to decide for them- 
selves whether receiving infor- 
mation about contraception vid. 
lates their religious scruples. 

Dr. Morris H. Jacobs, commis- 
sioner of hospitals, touched off 
the Controversy last month when 
he refused to permit a pinysician 
to fit a contraceptive device for 
a Brooklyn Protestant woman 
suffering from diabetes. 

His action has been criticized 
by a number of Protestant 
groups, and commended by the 
Roman Catholic clergy.

Among other points accepted 
by both congregations: 

@® The new congregation will 
“install and use wherever possible 
the organ to be transferred from 
the Findley Avenue Temp'e un- 
der the direction of the rabbi and 
the religious committee.” 

® Dietary laws will be observed 
at all the congregation’s social 
and religious functions, and no 
smoking will be permitted any- 
where in the congregation’s new 
building or on its grounds on the 
Sabbath or holy days. 

@® Yarmulkes must be worn at 
services but other forms of head 
coverings may not. 

@® The Conservative congrega- 
tion’s “present educational stand- 
ard ... will be maintained.” 

@® New members (will) be so- 
licited for contributions to the 
new building fund on the same 
basis as solicitations are now 
made.” ‘ 

@ “The board of trustees pre- 
sently in existence at the Congre- 
gation Beth Abraham will be ex- 
panded to include members of 
both congregations.” 

Rabbi Simon Friedeman of the 
former Conservative Beth Abra- 
ham will be the new congrega- 
tion’s spiritual leader. Although 
both congregations trace their 
histories to the 1870s, co-opera- 
tion has characterized the rela- 
tions between the two congrega- 
tions for some time. 

THE SUNDAY school even be- 
fore the merger was a joint proj- 
ect of the two congregations, and 
a cemetery is shared. 

Talk about a possible merger 
was in the air even when The 
POST and OPINION made a re- 
port on the Jewish community 
of Zanesvil'e on Jan. 17.

Two Orthodox Rabbinical Bodies 
Fight Over Kashrut in Miami

MIAMI, Fla. (NJP)—There is 


no peace in the kashrut situ- 
ation here. 
AT WEEK'S END, charges 


and counter-charges were being 
splashed across the pages of 
local papers and echoing from 
pulpits and meeting halls. 

A pilot plan initiateg by the 
United Vaad of Miami, under 
the supervision of the Rabvbinical 
Council of America (NJP, July 
18) wa satiacked by a new su- 
pervisory organization, the 
United Kashrut Association of 
Greater Miami. 

THE NEW body, formed this 
week, has the endorsement of 
the Union of Orthodox Rabbis 
of the United States and Can- 
ada. Rabbi Eliezer Silver, presi- 
dent of the body named Rabbi 
Solomon Poupko as kashrut ad- 
ministrator. 

Both the RCA and the UOR 
are Orthodox, fhe former made 
up of American -traineg rabbis 
and the latter of European- 
trained rabbis. 

HYMAN ZAIDMAN, United 
Kashrut president, was.critical of 
the appointment of Rabbi Mor- 
ris Gordon, representative of the 
United Vaad. 

Zaidman declared “Rabbi 
Gordon is too inexperienéed and 
committed a number of mistakes. 
The Rabbinical Council has re- 
fused our plea to have him re- 
placed. Our association was 
formed only after it became ap- 
parent that the RCA did not in- 
tend to meet the request. of the 
kosher - trade.” 

JRABBI GORDON told. The 
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POST and OPINION tiiat the 
new opposition association has 
been organized by the butchers 
themseves and is being super- 
vised by out-of-town rabbis. 

“There can be no guarantee 
of true kashrut in this type of 
situation,” Rabbi Gordon pointed 
out. “The butchers have suc- 
cumbed to fase fears. The RCA 
is interested in setting up kash 
rut on a dignified basis without 
discrimination. It has been in- 
vited here by the local Orthodox 
rabbis, and has their complete 
support.” 

INQUIRIES made by The 
POST and OPINION to local 
butchers revealed that many are 
neutral ang have not signed up 
with either Vaad. 

As to the meat-buying pub- 
lic, the statement of one house- 
wife summed up the feeling of 
those interviewed: “It’s a mess.”

THE BILL outlaws Sunday 
sales of general merchandise in 
18 of the state’s 21 counties. 
Meyner cited this as probably 
being unconstitutional. 

But Meyner: said he signed the 
measure anyyway because he be- 
lieved most people in the state 
were for it. 

“I am satisfied that public 
sentiment favors a _ reasonable 
degree of control over the com- 


mercial activities whose rapid | 
‘growth has drastically changed 


over the character of Sunday as 
a. day of rest,” the governor ex- 
plained. 

The three counties exempted 
from the law—all of them ocean- 
front resort areas which depend 
on week-end trade for the major 
part of their incomes—were At- 
lantic, Ocean and Cape May. An- 
other ocean-front county, Mon- 
mouth, was not exempted. 


THE BILL, which provides for 
jail sentences for violators, re- 
ceived its primary support from 
merchants groups in the major 
city business areas. J[ronically, 
these groups included many 
Jewish leaders. But the meas- 
ure soon gained additional heavy 
support from Catholic and Pro- 
testant groups. 

The merchants groups are 
against Sunday sales because 
their members normally close on

OFFICIAL Jewish groups op- 
posed the bill because they 
charged it was a violation of the 
principle of separation of church 
and state.

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HOT SUMMER DAYS REMIND

Let’s talk about salads. They’re 


a favorite during August with 
fruits and vegetables 
ripe best. For easy entertaining 
on hot days nothing is more at- 
tractive as a cool and colorful 
salad of some 
new and tempt- 
ing kind.

or chicken a

Reviewer Durston félt that in 
this story of the problems that 
confront the Jew in.

detachment and treat it with a 
fairness that carries conviction 
to a reader whose knowledge of 
the matter can never be more 
than hearsay.” 

“WEIDMAN treats him,” Dur- 
ston elaborated, “as a _ person 
first and a Jew second. More 
than most Jewish writers, he is 
as much at home in the “enemy’s 
camp” (what the Jews are sup- 
posed to regard the. Gentile 
world) as on the Lower East 
Side.” 

That sounds very fine. But I 
recall reading in the New York 
Times book section a review of 
the novel. And it seems the hero, 
a Jewish boy brought up to be- 
lieve the non-Jew comprised the 
enemy camp, ended up happily 
married to a non-Jewish girl and 
well adjusted (in the enemy’s 
camp, I presume) in a small town. 

WHILE THE villain, also a 
Jew who early cottoned to the 
enemy (according to the N. Y.

fighting tradition while admitting 
the precarious position of the 
“alien minority”; and ignores the 
truth that Spinoza, like most 
rebels against their Jewish faith, 
displayed unmistakable Christo- 
logical manifestations. Thus one 
can take Feuer apart as he does 
Spinoza. This does not truly de- 
tract from Feuer’s analysis of 
the Spinozean theological-political 
concepts, and the evidence of his 
wide reading in Jewish as well 
as general sources.. Spinoza’s 
“liberalism,” he asserts, stemmed 
from the harsh circumstances of 
his day; as many of today’s phe- 
nomena rise from a similar situ- 
ation. The analysis is magnifi- 
cent, the exposition personal and 
somewhat arbitrary. 

ABRAHAM BURSTEIN 
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disappeared in a flurry of shots, 
and nothing was left of it except 
a blood stain on the floor of the 
palace. 

This situation is one of the 
problems of the Middle East: na- 
tions and peoples change govern- 
ment here almost as easily as one 
kicks off a pair of bedroom slip- 
pers and dons another.

And that is where the Ameri- 
cans failed to understand the 
mentality and the atmosphere. 


A PRESIDENT is a president, 
and a king is a king, entitled to 
the dignity and respect and in- 
ternational recognition which are 
their due If they won’t be around 
tomorrow, well, there will be 
someone else. The joke is that 
the United States has had- more 
respect for Arab governments 
than the Arab peoples themselves. 

There had been an opportunity 
to bring the whole rotten struc- 
ture crashing down in ruins two 
years ago, and gradually, with 
UN assistance, to fashion demo- 
cratic governments which could 
eventually be responsive to the 
will of an educated people by 
peaceful change. Mr. Dulles and 
Mr. Eisenhower suddenly became 
very moral, however, and were 
shocked into preserving the pow- 


jer and influence of the regional 


dictator. Everything that has 
been happening since has been 
the inevitable result of American 
insistence that the Suez campaign 
should fail of its full objective. 


THE DANGER is that despite 
all that has been learned in re- 
cent lessons, the U. S. is not yet 
ready to carry its policy through 
to the full logical conclusions. 

American troop intervention in 
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Lebanon has committed the U. S. 
to remain in the area, in 
strength, until there is full and 
satisfactory solution. Withdrawal 
now will be recognized as a sign 
of fear and weakness, and these 
qualities earn only contempt. 

Another danger is that for the 
sake of “peace in our time” the 
State Department will decide that 
the U. S. must come to terms 
with Abdul Nasser. 


HE IS really a very genial 
fellow, and has such a pleasant 
smile. And after America builds 
a whole new program and policy 
on the principle that Nasser is 
a jolly good fellow, an assassin’s 
bullet will put an end to his life, 
and Mr. Dulles, if he is still 
around, will try to salvage some- 
thing from the new ruins. 

One can only hope that the 
contemplated sacrifices have not 
by that time already been of- 
fered up on the altar of appease- 
ment. 


THERE ARE political parties 
in the Ben-Gurion cabinet which 
are unalterably opposed to any 
further Israeli identification with 
the West. And there is a growing 
feeling on the part of many ob- 
servers here that so long as the 
American government can_ be 
guilty of such mistakes of judg- 


ment as in the Suez campaign, 
and such tendencies toward ap- 
peasement as are from time to 
time evident, Israel had better 
beware of committing itself in 
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advance to support of a program 
which is doomed to failure. 

American weakness and hesi- 
tancy tend to strengthen those 
elements in Israel which favor 
neutrality. Strength and courage 
are today required to formulate 
a new policy out of the ruins and 
failures of the past. r

Theodore McKeldin, of 
Maryland, as part of the ceremonies attendant on the corner- 
stone laying for the new Conservative dormitory adjoining 
the Hebrew University, also ought to get a black mark for 
bearing false information. 

He reported te the World Conference of Jewish Teach- 
ers in Jerusalem (NJP, Aug. 1) that not half of the 440,000 
Jewish children enreHed in Jewish schools in the U. S. know 
the first letter of the Hebrew alphabet. 

THIS IS AN exaggeration of course, employed for em- 
phasis. What Shazar was saying was that American Jewish 
children know little if any Hebrew. 

But is this the fuH picture and is Shazar so blind to the 
facts he doesn’t know better? This is a kind of intellectual 
dishonesty which the Israelis get so much satisfaction from 
indulging in, as if they are psychopathic in their need for 
feeding their ege in this way. 

THE TRUTH IS and Mr. Shazar should know it, that 
religious instruction ef Jewish children in the U. S. was in 
precisely the state he describes about 25 years ago. 

But that is not the picture today, and no amount of 
supercilious deprecation by the Israelis, from Ben-Gurion 
on down and including Nahum Goldmann, will alter the 
fact that Jewish education in the U. S. today is a thriving, 
vital thing with real hopes of developing into something 
substantial and creative. 

IF THERE ARE 440,000 U. S. children enrolled in Jew- 
ish schools today, then 25 years ago with about the same 
Jewish population as new, that figure was closer to 300,000. 
There were few day schools, there was none of the modern 
utilitarian school buildings which grace our Jewish commun- 
ities, there were almost none of the dedicated and skilled He- 
brew and religious school teachers, there were no national 
Jewish education agencies, and so forth. 

The Israeli critics, and those like Nahum Goldmann who 
just can’t take the time to find out what goes on, are doing a 
disservice to themselves. Fortunately nothing they say can 
change the climate in the U. S. which today makes it manda- 
tory for every young child to attend some religious school 
and many of them for 10 years and more. 

IF JEWISH education in America still is far from reach- 
ing its goal, there still are Jewish children by the thousands 
studying Hebrew in our public high schools and colleges, and 
for those who end their Jewish studies at bar mitzva, there 
are thousands who continue on either in their local Hebrew 
high schools or to Confirmation three or four years later. 

It just isn’t proper to give only one side of the picture. 
Jews are so used to feeling sorry about themselves that they 
almost without thinking take the pessimistic view. 

LET’S HAVE A little more fairness. 

There are enough things wrong in the Jewish world 
without taking away those that are encouraging. Shazar 
needs a lesson in factual reporting, and we for one do not 
intend to let premature mourners at the bier of the diaspora 
get away with it if we can help it. 


FALSE LEADERSHIP 


WHETHER IN THE field of Zionism, or in the field of 
American Judaism, the prevailing outlook of our leadership 
is one of pessimism. 

Few leaders will admit that this is so, because the very 
idea of leadership indicates aggressive ideas and planning. 

Yet when you think in terms of those who are guiding 
the destinies of our Zionist and religious bodies, you must 
inevitably come to the conclusion that those in the top posi- 
tions or who control behind the scenes think that Jewish 
life is doomed. ‘ 

THE FACTS ARE that the leadership is of a past gen- 
eration—not the current one. 

Sometimes people of age retain their vigor and enthusi- 
asm, but this is the exception, and in the case of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community we are being led by those who as- 
sumed positions of power at a time when the Jewish com- 
munity was engaged in a peculiar operation—running away 
from Judaism. 

People like this are hardly likely to restore either Zion- 
ism or the American Jewish community to vigor and cre- 
ativity. 

IF WE ARE unable to persuade American Jewish young- 
sters that there is destiny for some of them in Israel, it is 
because conditions for such an idealistic venture are bad 
and because no one—not even Nahum Goldmann—sought to 
stimulate such a movement, and to head it. Obviously with 
aliya to Israel not having been placed on the agenda of the 
American Jewish community, but rather having purpose- 
fully been prevented from coming up for discussion, there 
will be no halutziut. It could not have been otherwise. 

The environment which dominated life when our pres- 
ent leadership was in its formative stage was strictly nega- 
tive and anyone who predicted the present wave of deep 
interest in Judaism would have been laughed off a platform 
or the printed page. 

TODAY THE Jewish group, if not creative Jewishly, 
certainly is laying the basis for such a phenomenon, but the 
leadership, including many rabbis are unable to divest them- 
selves of the early attitudes and outlook formed in their im- 
pressionistic days. 

These are our present leaders. 

THEY SELL the American Jewish community short. 
They sell American Judaism short. 

MEANWHILE the Jewish community suffers because 
the vigor and imagination it needs in the way of leadership 
today are lacking. ; 

Who will call on the people to rise to new heights?

EDITOR'S CHAIR - - - 
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JACK FISHBEIN, editor of the Sentinel, 
in Chicago, criticizes in a recent editorial the 
Jewish merchants for not advertising in The 
Sentinel. 

“The fact is,” the Chicago editor asserts, 
“that the Jewish press not only has the prob- 
lem of winning new readers, but in addition, 
has to contend with the unique phenomenon in 
its advertising solicitation known as ‘Jewish 
self-hatred.’” 

THERE IS SOME truth to this charge of 
“Jewish self-hatred,” but it is a generalization 
against a group and like all generalizations 
won't bear too close scrutiny. 

“Anyone who has ever solicited advertis- 
ing for a Jewish weekly,” continues Mr. Fish- 
bein, “will tell you that the big obstac'e that 
muSt be overcome is our Jewish businessmen 
who hesitate to advertise because ‘our own 
people are tough to deal with!’ Or if they 
are in businesses such as home furnishings, 
apparel, jewelry, etc., they blithely repeat 
anti-Semitic canard that ‘Jews buy every- 
thing wholesale.’ Many of them even have no 
-hesitation in expressing the frank opinion 
that if they advertise in a Jewish publica- 
tion their Gentile customers will accuse them 
of ‘favoring their own people.’ Even at Rosh 
Hashana time they ‘can’t afford’ a ten dollar 
ad to wish the Jewish community a ‘Happy 
New Year.’” 

THERE ARE several outstanding examples 


of Anglo-Jewish papers which are remarkable 
advertising media and enjoy the patronage of 
a large number of merchants—Jewish and non- 
Jewish alike. 

The advertising dollar is a business invest- 
ment—it is not a gift dollar, and it is expended 
to do a job—to increase business. It has no re- 
ligious angle, and should not have any. 

THE EXPONENT of Philadelphia is the ex- 
ample of a Jewish weekly which has thrived 
on its advertising income. The answer is sim- 
ple—the publication, because it is owned by 
the local Jewish community and therefore sent 
to almost every Jewish family—has a circula- 
tion of approximately 36,000. This is a reader- 
ship, concentrated in one geographic area, of 
middle class and upper middle cass homes 
which is being profitably reached by the Phila- 
delphia department stores, the specialty shops, 
supermarkets, resorts and kosher food manu- 
facturers through the columns of the Ex- 
ponent. 

THE SENTINEL with less than 10,000 paid 
subscribers does a creditable job, but cannot 
hope to cover Chicago’s 400,000 Jews. In fact, 
if there were a Jewish publication in Chicago 


which reached this market, it would be one of 


the most thriving papers in the nation, Jewish: 


or otherwise. 

The question then is really one of circulation, 
not of advertising and the culprit, Mr. Fish- 
bein, is not the Jewish merchant, but the Jew, 
Why doesn’t he subscribe to a Jewish paper 
which seeks to do as creditable a job as The 
Sentinel? 

THE ANSWER for this question lies partly 
with The Sentinel but mostly with the Jewish 

_ families. Chicago Jewry is not different from 
Jewry of St. Louis or Los Angeles. or Boston 
or what have you. At this juncture in Jewish 
history, they are not reading Jewish publica- 
tions, although their children will. ‘ 

From time to time, this chair has discussed 
the same problem as does Mr, Fishbein, 
although perhaps with less candor or courage, 

WE FEEL THAT a proper target for failure 
to use the advertising columns of the Anglo- 
Jewish press is our local and national Jewish 
organizations. Even with the 5,000 odd sub- 
scribers of The Sentinel that paper is a fine 
medium for Jewish organizations, for these are 
the 5,000 families who really care. 

We recall the time recently when a local or- 
ganization was presenting its annual fund- 
raising affair, which netted in the thousands 
of dollars. Called for an ad, after the affair 
had been given publicity and space for photo- 
graphs for weeks, the chairman offered $5.00 
but explained that since there was no budget 
that $5.00 would replace the regular greeting 
at the New Year season. 

NATIONALLY only The United Jewish Ap- 
peal shows a proper appreciation for the Jew- 
ish press, although the Israel bond organization 
from time to time buys advertising space in the 
Jewish press too. 

The other national and local Jewish or- 
ganizations send out reams of publicity week 
in and week out. But to think in terms of sup- 
porting the press whose columns they find so 
useful, that is a suggestion that might come 
as a shock to these Jewish organizations. 

We can sympathize with Mr. Fishbein. Let 
us tell him of the local department store owner 
who is inactive in community affairs, whose 
answer (not to us for advertising) but to the 
community when it sought a contribution for 
the annual drive, was that he no longer had 
any interest in Jewish matters. This same 
owner later joined the exclusive Harmonie Club 
in New York, which is Jewish, of course.

These chapters of Deuteronomy have often 
been explained by biblical critics as syncretistic 
products due to the combination of various 
codes, the combinations not wholly accidental 
but often the design of priests or prophets or 
kings, each group bent on making the canon

Thanks to the more pliable 
depth psychology which arch- 
aeologists and linguists must 
consult as frequently as their 
dictionaries, we can readily be- 
lieve that these chapters are 
of a piece, that they come from 
a man who has worked himself

matic. In this state, it is not only possible but 
most likely that there shall be no precise order, 
but rather a kind of turgid skipping about and 


a pouncing of emphasis on one idea and 


another. 


MOSES IS disgorging 40 years of brooding 
and experience before a motley congregation 
with limited patience. You have the feeling that 
when he speaks of the punishment of disobedi- 
ence he is looking on a group whose stiff- 
necked indifference excites his compassion and 
his wrath and these in turn force him to repeat 
and repeat again his dire warnings until at 
times he sounds like a stuck needle on a 
cracked record. 

Still it must be remembered that the 
people are young, that they have gone through 
a withering testing, that imminence of losing 
the father-leader may soften the clay in their 
souls and make them plaint for remoulding. 

ANYONE WHO has witnessed a deathbed 
confession will recognize the tendency on 
the part of the confessant to' summarize the 
meaning of his life in terms of the counsels 


and advice he would give to the surviving heirs. 
Something of this, too, is in these final dis- 
courses of Moses. 

But there is more. The castigation of the 
people’s shortcomings and the premonition of 
the dire consequences are but the solemn gray 
background to the transcedent ethical truths 
and moral judgments. For it is here in these 
chapters that Shema is uttered and in a context 
that makes it clear that the unity of God is not 
merely a monolithic mathematical purity, 
frightened at complexity and diversity; nor 
is it a cozy sublimation of sentiment— 
the I in Thee and the Thee in Me of 
the mystics; nor is it the all-embracing 
good fellowship of the fraternity. 

It is against the plurality of small gods and 
half gods; it is against the fragmentizing idol- 
atry of worshiping a part for a whole and thus 
shrinking life’s opulent potential to the thing 
or the passion defied. It is a unity against the 
duality which would neatly package life into 
good and evil compartments and assign evil 
to a lesser scape-goat god, leaving to the chief 
god the dignity of presiding over unalloyed 
good. 
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ME AN EXTREMIST? ASKS 
RABBI DAVID HOLLANDER

Permit me to reply to your re- 
port on the Rabbinical Council 
of America convention headlined 
“extremists Lose as Rackman 
Heads the RCA” (NJP, July 18), 

When your reporter refers 
(presumably) to me and to oth- 
ers in the RCA who believe as 
I do as “extremists,” -I must bor- 
row the Yiddish expression “az 
uh un vei” to Orthodoxy if I am 
already the extremist. 

IT IS ALAS not modesty but 
painful truth when I tell you 
that I fall short of the stand- 
ards of an Orthodox rabbi of 
just one generation ago, let alone 
be an “extremist.” 

It seems to me that words 
have lost their meaning when 
one is called an extremist (I am 
not complaining about ‘this des- 
ignation except that factually it 
js not so) for insisting that the 
policies and Conduct of an Orth- 
odox rabbinic body be guided 
solely by the only possible yard- 
stick, namely, the halaha. Shall 
we say that American citizens 
and groups who turn to the 
courts to determine whether or 
not a policy or course of action 
violates basic American princi- 
ples of law, that these people 
are “extremists?” 

PLEASE REMEMBER that 


there is a clear, unequivocal 
“p’sak din” (halachic decision), 
signed by 20 or so world-re- 


nowned rabbinic scholars of the 
United States and Israel (includ- 
ing the whole Agudat Haraba- 
nim) stating that rabbinic mem- 
bership in the New York Board 
of Rabbis and Synagogue Council 
of America is a clear violation of 
the Tora. 

As we “extremists” then if we 
turn to the Rabbinical Council ef 
America whose sole right to ex- 
ist is the authority of the halaha 
and we say—either follow the 
decision of the “p’sak din” or 
issue a halahic decision showing 
the “p’sak din” to be wrong. Are 
we extremists for asking that 
rabbis who preach the sanctity 
of the law to others should them- 
selves honor that sanctity? Are 
we extremists for pointing out 
that the current “moderate” 
course of silence and resulting 
confusion could increase the dan- 
ger of anarchy in Jewish law? 

ARE WE extremists when we 
State that unless we defend the

sanctity of the halaha (even 
when it clashes with our prefer- 
ence or interests) we are no long- 
er Orthodox, by having obliter- 
ated the only valid distinction be- 
tween ourselves and Conserva- 
tive and Reform clergymen? 

Please rémember that while the 
“p’sak din” against membership 
in the New York Board of Rab- 
bis and Synagogue Council of 
America is loud and clear, not 
a single Orthodox rabbi in the 
whole world has stated that he 
rejects the halahic validity of 
the “p’sak din”, 

ALSO, THE “p’sak din” was 
nothing new. It is a reaffirma- 
tion of the practice of the Orth- 
odox communities.throughout the 
world) wherever non-Orthodox 
Jewish clergy came into exist- 
ence. It was and is so in the 
British Empire today. It was and 
is so in major American cities 
such as Detroit, Montreal, Cleve- 
land, Pittsburgh and Boston. 

In Boston and Massachusetts 
the whole RCA, including Rabbi 
Joseph B. Soloveitchik joined by 
other Orthodox rabbis, went out 
of their way to publish in the 
press their refusal to join the 
Massachusetts Board of Rabbis 
(see Boston Jewish Advocate, 
Oct. 31, 1957). 


YOUR REPORTER also states 
that throyghout the convention 
I was “alone” and that the RCA 
with the exception of a iew ex- 
tremists unanimously chose its 
present head. May I correct this 
inaccuracy by stating: 

a) Small Attendance—The total 
attendance at the RCA ’58 con- 
vention was much less that 25 
per cent of its membership. As a 
former president and long-time 
member I still do not understand 
why for the past 10 years the 
convention which has to elect 
new officers is held at a city far 
removed from the New York- 
New England area where the vast 
majority of the. members reside. 
But the fact is, that the percent- 
age of attendance at this conven- 
tion was the smallest in the re- 
cent history of the RCA. There- 
fore, to give the impression that 
the RCA membership all turned 
to the moderates is wrong, be- 
cause more than 75 per cent were 
not present. 

b) Enforced Silence—Are you 
aware of the fact that the mere 
discussion of the subject of the 
“p’sak din” of the issur is of- 
ficially banned within the RCA? 
Therefore, the silence on this 
subject at the convention is hard- 
ly an indication of its demise. 

c) No Choice of Candidates— 
Your reporter states that the can- 
didate of the “rightists,” Rabbi 
Poliakoff withdrew a. few min- 
utes before the election. This, 
alas, is true. His withdrawal came 
contrary to my protest and plea 
that it was morally wrong to 
withdraw because others who 
were legally eligible to be can- 
didates for the presidency did not 
enter their petitions for that of- 
fice in order to unite all the 
rightists behind Rabbi Poligkoff. 


PRIOR TO HIS withdrawal a 
surprising number of people at 
the convention told me privately 
that they are pleased that there 
is another candidate for whom 
they could vote. We, the rightists, 
deserve worse than defeat, if be- 
cause of the fear of it we with- 
drew, giving people no choice,

Says Rabbis Blumenthal and Donin Simplified 
Orthodox-Conservative Cleavage Too Much

By mutual consent Rabbis 
Blumenthal‘and Donin agreed to 
find the point of departure be- 
tween Orthodox (I prefer Tra- 
ditional) Judaism and Conserva- 
tive Judaism in Revelation. 1n 
a certain sense this is correct. 

They also have good histori- 
cal precedent for their view in 
Don Isaac Abravanel’s “Critique 
of the Rambam’s 13 Principles 
ef Faith.” Rabbi Don. Isaac 
sought to rest, the ,whole struc- 
ture of Judaism upon Rarabam’s 
eighth principle: “I firraly. be- 
lieve that the whole Tora which 
we now possess is the ‘same 
which was given to Moses, our 
teacher, may. he rest in peace.” 

As the Rambam explains this 
principle in his.own commentary 
on the Mishna, it means “Tora 
Min Hashamayiim” or “Tora 
Mipee Hagvura,” the Tora comes 
from G-d. 


THE GOOD rabbis may have 
narroweg down the discussion to 
one point of departure fur pede- 
gogical reasons. It is reiativeiy 
easy to remember and _ under- 
stand one point and how all dif. 
ferences flow out from that one 
point. (We did this in yeshiva 
when a series of contradictions 
in Talmud or Rambam_ were 
clariified by one theory or one 
point of departure.) 

However, this simplification is 
inaccurate‘ because it does not 
do justice to the depth and ex- 
tent of the difference involved. 


R. JOSEPH ZEITLIN in his 
“Disciples of the Wise,” a doc- 
toral dissertation, teachers col- 
lege, Columbia UU. (1937), 
through a_ statistical question- 
naire, learned that the rabbis in 
his survey differed “down the 
line” — not just on Reveiation. 
The -rabbis took opposite views 
on creation, redemption, person- 
al G-d, personal . prayer, im. 
mortality, personal Messiah, res- 


urrection, miracles, etc. The 
rabbis would also take opposit2 
sides on nature of reality, nature 
of man, nature of value, but into 
these Jatter questions Zeitlin did 
not enter. On the basis of his 
survey, Zeitlin learned that there 
are two fundamental assump- 
tions — naturalistic and super- 
naturalistic. 

Milton Steinberg, in his popu- 
lar “Basic Judaism,” follows the 
same dichotomy but he uses an- 
other terminology: Traditionat- 
ists and Modernists. Dr. Stein- 
berg shows how on each theolo- 
gical question, this. dichotomy 
exists, . 

AS A TRADITIONALIST, IL 
accept the biblical view: of Rev- 
elation; I accept the biblical 
claim, “G-d :spoke unto Moses 
saying . . or: “Thus spake ,the 
Lord...” This I believe he- 
cause I accept the biblical view 
of the nature of reality that 
there is G-d and there is uni- 
verse; because ontologically, 
what is—always was not, hence, 
G-d created the universe; if 
there was creation, then with 
Saadya and Rambam (Guide II 
chap. 25) we must accept mir- 
acles and revelation (Rambam— 
“Accepting creation, we find 
that miracles are possible, that 
revelation is possible and that 
every difficulty in this question 
is removed.’’) 

If we believe in a Personal 
G-d (“Thou”), then we may also 
believe in an “I,’ in a personal 
soul, in immortality, and ressur- 
rection. If we belitve in G-d 
who revealed the truth, we'll ac- 
cept prophecy, and the hiblical 
ethhic resting upon unchanging, 
absolute, eternal truth. If we 
reject revelation and prophecy, 
our system of values wiil rest 
upon sociological norms, which 
change with the artifacts in cul- 
ture. 

THE ISSUES that Rabbis Do- 
nin and Blumenthal choose to 


discuss, without relating them 
back to the basic doctrines here- 
in mentioned, must seern paro- 
chial and trite. I’d like to see 
Rabbi Blumenthal go oack to 
“first principles” before he pro- 
ceeds to discuss “conclusigns” of 
the bibilical-rabbinic heritage 


“and its methodology.

Does he believe in a_transcen- 
Genta] .re

IN THE FINAL analysis, the 
RKambam is correct ard _ his 
critics, like the Abravanel, are 
wrong. 

Like his critics, the Rambam 
knew that Torat Moshe and its 
Divine authority rest upon rev- 
elation. But the clear systema- 
tic thinker that he was, he knew 
that revelation rests upon basie 
theological-philosophical presup- 
positions. These basic “first prin- 
ciples’ are incorporated in his 
13 “Ani-Ma-Amins.” 

If Rabbi Blumenthal 
these “first principles,” he is 
logically forceq to aceept the 
Traditional] view of revelation; 
if he rejects the Traditional 
view of revelation, let him be 
aware that he is rejecting the’: 
whole biblical claim; he is re- 
the biblical view of a 
persona] G-d, personal prayer, 
personal soul, personal. immor- 
tality, the absolute biblical-per- 
sonal ethic, prophecy, miracles, 
ete.

For Fearing to Schedule Parade 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

Several months have passed 
since the Grand Fiasco presented 
by .the American Committee For 
Israel’s 10th Anniversary Cele- 
bration, but the bitter taste still 
rankles. The Committee, with 
its most impressive list of promi- 
nent sponsors, made a mockery 
out of an opportunity that could 
have accomplished somethinz 
worthwhile. 

WITH ALL THE facilities at 
its command, the only thing the 
Committee could do in New York 
was call a “large public rally 
for peace.” Thousands of people 
had to purchase tickets for ad- 
mission to the Polo Grounds in 
order to listen to the same old 
tired, meaningless phrases by 
well-known _i repetitive spokes- 
men. And though there wére 
musical interludes, many of the 
thousands wished they had joined 
the millions who stayed away. 

There are hundreds of tho- 
sands of New Yorkers who are 
interested in the affairs of Is- 
rael and would have liked to 
see this occasion commemorated, 
but their desires were once again 
frustrateq by those in charge. 

AMONG THE plans suggested 
to, and turned down by, the Com- 
mittee was to hold a parade 
along Fifth Avenue, A stirring, 
vibrant procession could have 
created an indelible impact on 
those who participated. 

Bearded Hasidim from Wil- 
liamsburg marching alongside 
clean-cut members of Jewish 
fraternal groups, Zionists of al! 
ages and opinions, Jewish War 
Veterans and thousands upon 
thousands of Hebrew School stu- 
dents. If the parade were held on 
a Sunday, friends within a ra- 
dius of 50 miles could have 
participated in the festivities and 
a sense of oneness with 
Israel, 

By such a sign would the na- 
tions of the world Known that 
Israel’s cause was our cause, 
that Israel] must endure forever, 
strong and productive. 

BUT THE GREATEST losers 
of the Committee’s failure were | 
our youth. What do most of 
them know of Israel? They are 
told that all food on their plates 
must be eaten, for the children 
in Israel do not have enough 
to eat. And they know that Is- 
rael is a poor country and must 
be helped. A spirited, stimulating 
event, with these youth as active 
members, could have given fresh 
meaning to “Am Yisrael Hai.” 

Three reasons were advanced 
to justify the non-scheduling of 
a parade. The cost, fear of fail- 
ure, fear of dual-loyalty accusa- 
tions. 

THOSE WHOSE lament was 
the poor excuse of “cost” are 
the comedians of this tragedy. 

New York has a Jewish popu- 
lation of well over two million, 
We have our share of artists 
and performers. There are thou- 
sands of capable and creative 
high school and college students. 





Every level of local and state 
governments contains persons in- 
terested in the well-being of Is- 
rael. But all this was of no avail 
because a few members of the 
Committee shuddered at the 
thought of possible failure. 


A SIGN in the St. Patrick’s 
Day parade proclaimed “Eng- 
land-Get Out of Ireland.” Greek 
Independence Day placards de- 
manded “Free Determination 
For Cyprus.” No voice was 
raised. against these slogans 
which criticized Americ a's 
staunchest ally. Yet, some of 
our “leaders” feared marching 
under two flags. To fulfil] their 
duty, they transformeq them- 
selves into spokesmen and held 
a “public” rally for members 
of the family. 

It’s been stated that when Rab- 
bis became Doctors, the Jewish 
people became sick. Likewise, 


when our leaders turned into 
spokesmen, words repiaced 
deeds.

As UN to Meet 


JERUSALEM. (NJP) — Israel 
watched developments in th? 
shifting Middle Fast situation, 
playing her cards cautiously and 
calmly and hoping for the best. 


ALTHOUGH a Soviet note to 
Israel complaining that the West 
was violating Israel’s air space 
was received by Israel and the 
Jewish state did insist that US. 
and British planes to Jordan not 
be flown over Israel, the view 
was rejected that the stern Red 
communique was responsible for 


the Israel ruling. 

Recognition of Iraq by the 
U. S. was not unexpected, and 
Israel is awaiting the outcome 
of the visit of Robert Murphy to 
Nasser in Cairo, meanwhile 
learning that the proposed UN 
meeting on the Mideast has 
evidently been agreed on by both 
East and West. Murphy saw 
Ben-Gurion last week. 


THAT THE U. S. was insist- 
ing on a survey of all problems 
in the Mideast, not alone that of 
the landing of troops in Lebanon 
and Jordan, was greeted hope- 
fully here. Israel has been ask- 
ing for such a conclusive review 
for years. There is some hope 
here that this may be the first 
move leading to eventual peace 
between Israel and the Arabs, 


GOLDA MEIR, rising trom a 
sick bed, was in Paris to cement 
ties with Premier de Gaulle. 
France remains Israel’s staunch- 
est ally, the lone country which 
was unafraid to side openly with 
the Jewish democracy.

Pool Makes News Rivalling Mideast Trouble 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—Despite 
the Mideast explosion of the past 
few weeks, one event that was 
sure to rival it in the news was 
the opening of the controversial 
swimming pool in which men and 
women swam together in public 
in the Holy City for the first 
time. 

THIS WEEK’S events were 
headed by the arrest of five mem- 
bers of the Neturei Karta, ex- 
treme Orthodox group, who bom- 
barded policemen with rocks, A 
mob of 2,000 heard Rabbi Am- 
ram Blau, who was _ pardoned 





only last week, after. six months 
in jail for leading a similar riot, 
denounce the mixed swimming. 

Users of the pool and the col- 
lective villages which purchased 
the poo! from the beleaguered 
former owner, Haim Schiff, were 
excommunicated in a solemn 
ceremony by the Neturei Karta. 

THE EXCOMMUNICATION 
occurred in Meah Shearim, re- 
ligious compound, where some 
2,000 ultra-Orthodox Jews gath- 
ered to hear reading of the 
“herem” by Rabbi M. Epstein. 
As the tallit-draped rabbi pro- 


nounced the excommunication, a 
beadle held a black-draped Tora 
as symbol of great calamity, 
After the reading of the ban the 
religious extremists paraded te 
the grave of their late leader 
Dushinsky. 

The pool’s popularity with the 
populace was evident every day 
since the opening. Even en Sat. 
urday more than 1,000 people 
of both sexes crowded the pool, 
while hundreds waited in fine 
for their turn to enter. 
ets were sold on Saturday. They

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Says Rabbi Richman Endangering 
Freedom When He Fights Shehita 


®@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

Having Jews stand against 
the interests of the Jewish coin- 
munity is no rare phenomenon 
in Jewish history. 

THE STATE of Israel has its 
American Council for Judaism 
and Satmer. The _ battie for 
“Shehita,” which is actually the 
battle for the religious freedom 
of American Jewry, has its 
Rabbi Milton Richman. 

Assorted humane societies and 
some whose anti-Jewish motives 
are a matter of record were 
quite active in distributing Rabbi 
Richman’s letters during the re- 
cent Senate hearings. 

THE BATTLE against ~ “she- 
hita” is a battle against Juda- 
ism. As a chaplain several yeas 
ago, I received some of the most 
scurrilous anti-Semitic literature, 
rivaling only Common_ Sense, 


from some of the humane 
societies. 
The same Senate hearings 


brought out the fact thai one 
of the chief spokesmen of tie 
humane societies was a Fifth 
Amendment refugee. Another, 
Mrs. Stephens, blandly stated 
that the reason that the Orth- 
odox rabbis opposed the bill was 
because many of them were 
raiseq in Europe and do not un- 
derstand English. 

THERE IS NO point in argu- 
ing theology with Rabbi Rich- 
man. As a Reform rabti, it is 
his prerogative to reject the 
authority of both the written 
and oral law. 

But one wonders why he dis- 
counts the authority of the ex- 
perts of the Department of Agri- 
culture, all of whom question 
the “humane” methods proposed 
by the humane societies. We be- 
lieve that kosher slaughtering 
is the most humane method of 
slaughtering precisely because it 
is divine in origin, 

ONE DOES NOT want to en- 
ter into scientific arguments, but 





many excellent scientific works 
do exist justifying this claim of 


humaneness, I shall be giad to 
furnish Rabbi Richman with ref- 
erences if he desires thern. 

Although I am an Orthodox 
rabbi, I have no economic inter- 
ests in kosher slaughtering and 
resent the references made by 
Rabbi Richman to economic mo- 
tives (NJP, July 18). 


IT MIGHT interest your 
readers to know that one of 
Rabbi Richman’s most active 


members is also an active mem- 
ber of the humane society. One 
wonders why such people are 
so much concerned with ani- 
mals and disregard human suf- 
fering which is certainly as real. 

Certainly members of humane 
societies are motivated by hon- 
est intentions. It seems to- me 
their first action should be to 
cutlaw hunting, trapping and 
castrating. In this they will re- 
ceive the unqualifieq support of 
the Orthodox community, 


BUT THE history of  anti- 
shehita legislation in Germany, 
Poland and even in_ Britain 
should have taught every Amer- 
ican Jew the real significance of 
such propaganda. 

Far be it from me to explain 
the Conservative and Reform po- 
sitions on this bill. Their spokes- 
men are quite eloquent, 


HOWEVER, as a member of 
the Synagogue Council and the. 
ad hoe committee, I think it is 
safe to state that all Jewish 
groups were opposed to the 
Poole bill. But they were con- 
vinced by the American Jewish 
Congress, particularly by Mr. 
Leo Pfeffer, that some legisla- 
tion would be passed and amend- 
ments were one only salvation 
of shehita. 

Fortunately so far, the Ortho- 
dox position proved to be the 
correct one. 

WE HAVE one consolation for 
Rabbi Richman. Even if there 
is no legislation this year, he 
can rest assured that the hu- 
mane societies, with their end-

There were indica- 
tions also that two Cabinet mem- 
bers, the Secretaries of Agricul- 
ture and Defense, may urge a 
veto.
